$5,595,000 for Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station and $120,000 for Glen- 
view's Naval Reserve Air Base, passed 
the Senate late Thursday.

One Infantile Paralysis 
Case Reported in County 

There is one case of infantile paraly- 
sis in Lake comUy, according to radio 
press reports yesterday.

The number of cases is 
running slightly ahead of those re- 
ported up to this time in 1937, 
which was the worst year Illinois ever 
had for this disease. 

Dr. Rolland R. Cross, State Director 
of Public Health, urges that children 
avoid overexertion, and that a physi- 
cian be called promptly when anyone 
develops the symptoms of a "summer 
•cold," with irritability and a stiff neck 
or back. Late summer and early fall 
arc the seasons when infantile paraly- 
sis is must to be ieared.

How to Lose the War 

Much of the serious writing of the period is con- 
cerned with the world of the futurc-with the "new 
world" which will follow this war. Utopias of a hun- 
dred kinds are on order, to be delivered when the dic- 
tators are at last defeated. 

Unfortunately, a good many idealists seem to regard 
the future as a thing complete in itself, which will have 
little connection with the present. 

-The truth is that the future can have no meaning, 
save in its relation to the past. We cannot talk of free- 
dom and justice tomorrow, and disregard them today. We 
cannot win this war by building a gigantic military ma- 
chine to defend us from invasion from without, and at 
the same time permit our liberties to be progressively 
destroyed from within. , . r , 

For example, a peace-time Federal debt of nearly 
fifty billion dollars. EXCLUSIVE of the war emergency, 
is something that must be taken into consideration before 
plans for the future can , be laid with any certainty. 
Likewise, deliberate movements to undermine the free 
enterprise system, movements that have of late years 
made substantial progress, must be stemmed, if there 
is to be any future for us as a nation of free men. Rep- 
resentative government cannot be maintained without 
free enterprise. Studied efforts to socialize or^ obtain 
dictatorial government domination over America's basic 
industries, such as power, mining .oil, etc., must be 
topped, because whether you like them or not, such 
basic industries are the keystone of our whole American 
system. If they ever become the patronage machines of 
a bureau-ridden central government, dreams of a better 
future for the individual in this land of ours, will be 

indeed idle. 

Private enterprise in any field can be regulated. 
The abuses of private enterprise can be corrected and the 
abusers punished. But no one has yet found the solution 
to the problem of government grown too great— gov- 
ernment abuses. The end result is always dictatorship 

for all. . , . 

This American future we talk about must be founded 
upon a system which has done more for the common 
man or woman than any other system the world has 
ever known.

TVTHEN we sue the Joy of chil- 
yy (Iron spontaneously and con- 
tinuously manifested, and 
their assurance of the love of their 
parents, il mifjht well inspire in us a 
greiiler ronlldence in the Father, 
God, who ever blesses all.

Those who con- 
sider the subject or little importance 
would do well not only to remember 
how essential joy is to true living, 
but lo recall how highly the Apostle 
Paul yhhied it when In his list of 
spiritual fruits, he placed it next to 
love. . . . 

The fundamental nature of joy can 
best he understood when il is dis- 
cerned how all k'ood is possible of 
attainment tkrmitfli the spiritual un- 
derstanding of man's true being as 
the son of God. [f God is All and 
man is created in I Us image and like- 
ness — as is so clearly stated in the 
first chapter of Genesis — the possi- 
bilities of good in such a relation- 
ship must indeed he limitless. Mere, 
then, is the scientific call to u joy 
far beyond what materiality could 
provide. 

Many Bible characters have expe- 
rienced great joy as the result of 
their understanding of God; but no 
one has so fully demonstrated joy to 
be the inevitable result of the under- 
standing of man's unity with God as 
has Christ Jesus, the Way-shower. 
When he told his hearers (John 10: 
30), "I and my Father are one," he 
proved what he said by casting out 
every form of error, lie also made il 
clear that those who understood his 
teaching wotdd do even greater 
works than he was doing. True joy, 
then, is a spiritual quality arising 
from (he fundamental fact of man's 
oneness with his Father, God, and it 
can never spring from the illusory 
pleasures of mailer, mood, or cap- 
rice. 

When ihe prophet Isaiah spoke of 
the manifestation of Ihe ('hrist-idi!ia, 
he sought lo make il clear thai joy 
was one of its notable characteris- 
tics, lie wrote (Isaiah 151:1, 3), 'The 
Spirit of Ihe Lord God is upon me; 
... to appoint unlu them that 
mourn in Zion, lo give unto them 
beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for 
mourning, the garment of praise for 
Ihe spirit of heaviness; that they 
might be called trees of righteous- 
ness, the planting of Ihe Lord, Hint 



he might be glorified;** while In "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures" Mary Baker Eddy bos 
written a correlative passage which 
reads (p. 304): "Harmony is pro- 
duced by its Principle, is controlled 
by it and abides with it. Divine Prin- 
ciple is the Life of man. Man's hap- 
piness is not, therefore, at the dis- 
posal of physical sense. Truth is not 
contaminated by error. Harmony in 
man is as beautiful ns in music, and 
discord is unnatural, unreal."

Consistently to recognize 
the things for which we can be 
grateful is to cultivate joy and to en- 
hance its loveliness. Let us then 
cheer our own experience, as well ns 
the world about us, by the expres- 
sion of more gratitude. 

In the universe of God's creating, 
where the spiritual man forever 
dwells, there is no hectic rushing 
hither and thither to seek joy. Joy is 
a spiritual attribute which all may 
express here and now in Ihe simple 
kindnesses of the daily routine. Thus 
we see how true il is (hat while good 
brings joy, joy also brings more 
goodl 

"Hejoicc evermore. ... In every 
thing give thanks" (I Thessalouians 
5:10, IS). Not only with our lips, but 
in our lives should joy and gratitude 
he expressed, and Ibis will result in 
untold blessings."

Cacti, euphorbia and similar plants 
I froin the United States, Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America, Africa, Mada- 
gascar, Japan and the Philippines rear 
their picturesque, sculptored forms or 
squat, spine-covered, in the cactus 
garden the Rev. Joseph Savage has as- 
sembled at his .home on South Main 
street. 

Planted out-doors in the summer 
and removed to Pollock's greenhouse 
tor care during the winter, the cactus 
garden represents several years of col- 
lection and study oil the part of Father 
Savage. 

Many o\ the plants he collected dur- 
ing his owit travels and others were 
sent to him by friends who knew of 
his interest in them. 

Father Savage's cactus garden began 
in quite an accidental fashion, he re- 
late-, when a neighbor gave him a 
plant. He became interested in gath- 
ering other-, until now he estimates 
that he has in the neighborhood o\ 2UU 
varieties and species.
